DIVERS SEEK GOLD IN 
SHIP SI NK IN 1799 


Five Million Dollars Believed to Have 
Gone Dowu in the Lull ne. 
West Terschelling, Holland.—'Div­ 
ers from the salvage ship Lyons are 
at work for the first time among th 
wreckage under the stern of .the 
sunken Lutine, and only a few ft 
of the sand and broken shell now 
separate them from the hard c 
floor of the sea, upon wihich $5,000,- 
000 in gold and silver bars and coin 
is believed to lie. 
Favored by frequent short spells 
of fine weather Captain Gardner of 
the Lyons and his crew of divers 
have been able to make excellent 
progress. The huge suction pump of 
the vessel has been able to remove 
tens of thousands of tons of sand 
from over the wreck, and its stern, 
in which the cargo of treasure was 
carried, now lies exposed. 
The work of the divers is partic­ 
ularly 
hazardous, owing chiefly to 
the strength -of the tides. Only a few 
days ago a diver had gone down to 
view the progress being made by the 
pump, and after some minutes all 
signals frcm him to the ship ceased. 
The weatiler at the time changed 
for the worse, and a nasty sea was 
rising, yet one of his mates Im­ 
mediately put on a diving suit and 
prepared to descend to the missing 
man s aid—a task, in the circum ­ 
stances. of great danger. 
The position of the ship was alter­ 
ed a trifle in order to facilitate the 
descent, and just as che rescuer was 
descending the ship’s side an object 
•was seen 
floating close 
by. 
This 
proved to be the 
missing 
diver’s 
boots and a boat which put off im­ 
mediately found the man floating up­ 
side down. 
•He was quickly brought I jack to 
the ship and his helmet 
taken

The result was well calculated to dis 
hearten the splendid army that 
had 
fought so many times and suffered sc 
frequently without much gain for its 
cause. But, strange to say, as well as 
fortunate to say, it did not lose conli 
deuce; it was still hopeful, it was stil 
as determined ss was its unyielding 
hopeful, confident commander, the si 
lent Grant. 
Just before the army left Cold Har 
bor there took place, out of ran£e ol 
rifles but not of cannon, a meeting and 
a parting that was pathetic. One June 
l l , 1864, the Iron Brigade began to dis 
solve.

*relieved from the battle line and sent 
home for mustering out.
